N the death of Mr. Randall the virtues of the 
man rise into conspicuous place, and receive em- 


phatic mention. Of! course, conspicuity can not be 
gained in the state, as a rule, without superior abil- 
ity, and this superiority of mental power no one 


will question in the man so deeply mourned, just 


now, by the Nation. But his greatness is seen to 


have its.solid foundation in a double corner-stone— 
that of mental brilliancy and moral integrity. 
Though closely allied to his party, he was so much 
more than a politician that he could stand, if neces- 


sary, independent of his party. He would not sur- 
render his convictions of right to any party-lash or 
spirit of dictation. He could stand alone, if needs 


be, ag an unswaying wall of adamant. And this 
virtue gave him the d puble admiration cf political 
friend and foe, and together they come to his bier 
to weep in sincerity above it. It is a goodly omen 
when, within our halls of legislation and cur 
temples of religion, the statesman is most praised 
for his manly virtues and his firm devotion to 
moral convictions, 


NGLISH rule in Egypt has been mest beneficial, 

and it is to be hoped that it will permanentiy 
continue. Tarkish administration proved a bar- 
barism, t2 which the people could not afford to be 
reduced again. Sach a return in government 
would lead to the loss of all the better phases of 
civilizition, now introduced by England, and 
which have so wonderfully exalted the people. The 
Egypt of to day isa vast improvement over the 
Egypt of seven years ago, when England assumed 
the administration, and the advanteges gained and 
the sdvar cs made the Egyptian people can not af- 
ford to surrender. Vast internal improvements 
have been going on, while the taxes of the people 
and their former oppressions have been greatly 
lessened. The army of defense has been reduced 
to one-fourth of that of seven years ago, while the 
men are taken only for short terms of service from 
their families, and are well paid meantime for their 
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labor. Egypt is the real gateway into Africa and 
the East Indies, and with proper administration 
can, from its rich material resources and marked 
commercial advantages, be lifted again into a nation 
of dignity and influence. We predict that England 
will never relax her hold on Egypt, and we trust 
she may not. 


HAT the Archbishop of Canterbury may enter- 
tain his clerical friends with beer and wine, he 

is obliged to take out a Government license, as is 
required of the keeper of a public house. This isa 
most disgraceful thing to do, and shows a deplor- 
ably low state of moralsin the clergy of the English 
Church. The habit of drink among his clergy 
would seem to be general, and with such an illustri- 
ous example it is hardly to be wondered at. We 
may feel grateful to God that American clergymen, 
as a rule, have gotten far beyond this low line of 
morals, and it means an advance of more thana 
half century in matters of reform and purity of life 
over the followers of the Archbishop of Canterbury. 
Men of such habits stand entirely outside of the 
arena of reform as iystituted by the American 
Church, and if transferred to these shores would be 
able to render no aid in the higher and ennobling 
work so common among us. Seventy-five years 
ago the decanter was freely drawn from by the 
Awerican clergy, and the wine-glass had — in 
clerical homes a generation ago; but the nter 
and the wine- glass constitute no part of the furnish- 
ings of an eccepted minister of the American 
Church to-day. 








Too are 200,000 saloons in America, which, 
with an average tax of $200, yield the govern- 
ment of state and Nation $40,000,000 a year. This 
is the consideration, on the part of the Government, 
for the right of the saloon to be and prosecute: its 
work of ruin. This looks like a matter of material 
profit to the Nati n, but we think it is onlya 
matter of very serious loss. If a man rents his 
house for $100 a yesr, and puts $150 in repairs upon 
it, we fail to see that he makes any gain by the 
transaction. The Ohio State Grange, in its late 
convention, adopted very strong prohibitive reso- 
lutions against the liquor treffic, in which they 
charged a direct loss to the people of Ohio alone of 
$70 000,000 a year. Place this $70,000 000 of loses in 
one state, against the $40,000,000 of gain from the 
salcon tax in all the states, and you will see that 
there is absolutely no prc fi:, in a material direction, 
from this iniquitous business. It yzes the 
hand of Jabor and wastes the energies of body and 
3 ul, while it contributes nothing to the growth or 
strength of the state. But when we talk about a 
material loss of $70,000,000, anuually, in Ohio from 
the traffic, we have not sammed up the value of 
one among the 5 000 souls the same ungodly agency 
has destroyed. Let us not weigh tne life of body 
and soul against a gain of gold! 


ERMONIC literature is very abundent in, the 
printed form. Many eminent men have printed 
very many of their sermons, as if they would con- 
tinue to be the effective preachers they are to-day 
through all coming generations. Spurgeon has 
just completed his thirty- fifth volume in book-form, 
averagirg scme 20 sermons to each volume, or 
about 700 in all. He will be read fora time, but 
far more while living than when dead, and. prob- 
ably not long after his death. The matter of the 
sermon needs to be fresh and from living lips in 
order to be effective. Sermonic reading, as a rule, 
is of the driest sort, and the m>re so because it has 
to dispute with the enthused speaker for its hold 
on the heart. Wesley has little place in the world 
because of his written sermons, but he has a large 
ple ce because of his works, and yet his works are a 
silent ¢xpression before the eyes of the 
Sermonie literature, in written form, 
equals all printed matter, and as spoken has & 
hold on the heart, and such an effective influence, 
as no other or all other forms of uninspired litera- 
ture can have. The sermons of the A —

GOSPEL TEMPERANOE vs. POLITIOAL TEMPER- 
ANOE. 

The work of reform effected by Mr. Murphy as 
a Gospel temperance evangelist has truly been most 
grand and wonderful. It is doubtless true that 
through his instrumentality more have been rescued 
from the drunkard’s fate through the redeeming 
power of the Gorpel than that of any other worker 
in the cause. And the good wrought through his 
labors has not been limited to the work of reclaim- 
ing the fallen and bringing joy to thousands of 
homes made desolate by the demonof rum, It has 
been grandly educational on the young men of our 
land, and by such education has doubtless saved 
many more thousands from prospective drunkards’ 
graves. For all this Mr. Murphy richly deserves 
the hearty commendati<n of all lovers of moral re- 
form. But while this is true concerning the merits 
of Mr. Murphy’s work, he has made a most serious 
mistake in opposing and condemning the movement 
on the line of political temperance. That we may 
not be charged with misrepresenting his position, 
we quote his own words as credited to him by his 
own biographer: 

‘““We have a temperance movement that is nota 
political movement. Some people say it will be a 
political movement after awhile. Never! Never! 
I’ll oppose that movement as long as I live.” A 
promise which, for anything that we know to the 
contrary, Mr. Murphy thus far has faithfully kept. 
As repeatedly reported in his public speeches, he 
claims the only effectual method to stop the saloons 
is to educate the young to total abstinence, reclaim 
the drunkards, and convert theealoonists. We quote 
again: ‘‘We say when drinking is stopped there 
will be no moreselling.’’ Again, ‘I say to the man 
who is engaged in liquor selling, Sell away; sell all 
you can, but we have stopped drinking.’”’ No 
political temperance for him. ‘The true path”’ is 
the way and the only way to rid the land of this 
curse. . 

Dear Bro. Murphy, you are not a deginning for a 
match against the devil. The evil one can make 
ten converts to his cause while you are converting 
one to yours. Thisis not simply assertion. It is 
abundantly backed by facts. Go into the large 
towns and cities which for years have enjoyed the 
benefit of Mr. Murphy’s most successfal revivals, 
and you will find the saloons as numerous and as 
flourishing, the drunkards as abundant, and crime 





as rampant as though he had never been there, yea, 
more abounding and terrible than when he first 
found them. As grandly philanthropic as has been 
his work, its results may be compared to those of 
attempting to sweep from their bed the waters of a 
mighty-rushing stream. We push into and across 
the stream a powerful engine scooping up the waters 
as we advance, but under the very wheels of our 
engine comes the rushing torrent with accelerated 
force because of the temporary vacuum our efforts 
have caused. Here and there, with an enthusiasm 
and energy worthy of the apostle of Gospel temper- 
ance, he has rescued a few from the million victims 
of this National woe, but in the wake of his revivals 
the saloons have muitiplied like the frogs of Egypt, 
and this great rolling tide of blackness has come 
rushing on with greater vehemence than before. 
And why? Not that the work has not been most 
noble and grand, but simply because the open gate 
ways to the pit have been encouraged, sustained, and 
protected by law. Yet Mr. Murphy says, ‘‘Sell away, 
sell all you can;’’ no politics or legislation to inter- 
fere with these. We will wipe them out with our 
Gospel temperance. The “‘burlesquing cartoon”’ 
on Mr. Murphy contained in ‘‘a partisan paper of 
New York professedly in the interest of temper- 
ance,’’ was not because he ‘‘was holding meeting- 
in one of the Michigan cities,’’ but because of his 
condemnation of all political action tothisend. By 
the way, we are imprersed with the conviction that 
the said “partisan paper of New York’’ generally 
knows what it is talking about quite as well as 
some of its many temperance friends (?) who favor 
it with their gratuitous criticisms. It is the ab- 
surdity of Mr. Murphy’s position, not his work, that 
is, and deserves to be assailed and cartooned. It is 
the absurdity of dealing with the effects instead oi 
the cause for the cure of this terrible curse. Itsays, 
reform the drunkards and cure the drinking habit 
and appetite (effects) instead of routing the. cause 
of all these, the legalized saloon. D:pping, dipping, 
forever dipping at the mouth of the torrent, instead 
of cutting off the supply at the fountain head. This 
is the kind of work we have been doing in this 
field of reform for more than fifty years; and the 
continual and terrible increase of this flood tide of 
woe tells us how ineffectual, how futile it all is and 
must be as a remedy for the curse. Is it not about 
time that we stop the unphilosophical talk that ‘‘Un- 
less men are redeemed from the habit [of drinking], 
the curse will continue, saloon or nosaloon?’’ How 
can it, if the supply be effectually cut off? If the 
cause be removed how can the effects be continued ? 
On the other hand, how can the effects be stopped, 
so long as the cause is continued? What, ‘‘more 
blessed’’ the work that ‘“‘saves men from the drink- 
ing habit and appetite’ than the “instrumentality 
that shuts up the saloons!’’ No! Better and more 
blessed, a thousand times more, the work that an- 
nihilates the cause, and thus precludes the necessity 
of any further labor upon the effects by effectually 
cutting off their continuance. Brethren, a grand 
united effort by the friends of reform, on the direct, 
straightforward, common sense line of finding the 
remedy in the removal of the cause, will bring more 
immediate, lasting, and satisfactory results than all 
this wishy-washy, absurd talk and work on the 
other end of the line.

“THE TRUTH OF HISTORY.” 

This heading is found in the HERALD of March 
27th by J. W. Weeks, in which he reviews my ar- 
ticle on the resurrection of the dead. The article 
says: “There will be a resurrection of the dead in 
the last day, both of the just and the unjust, was an 
article of faith common to Jews and Christians as 
taught in the Old and New Testaments.” “This,” 
he says, “‘is the author’s statement. Now, what 
are the facts of history? Nota single line of Jew- 
ish history, sacred or profane, can he or any one else 
quote, that affirms the Jewish race believed in any 
kind of a resurrection.’’ 

This is a bold challenge to come from a brother 
who stands high in the theological world. I think 
I can show him the word of the Lord more per- 
fectly, and not “entirely of psgan origin.’’ We 
will consult Paul. ‘That there shall be a resurrec- 
tion of the dead, both of the just and the unjust.’’ 
“Shall be’”’—in the future tense. Paul, where did 
you learn this? Not from heathen mythology. 





“For I neither received it of man, neither was I 
taught it, but by the revelation of Jesus Christ.’’ It 
did not come from “Persia, Egypt, and Greece,” 
but by divine revelation. ‘That Christ died, was 
buried, and that he rose again the third day accord- 
ing to the Scriptures.”” ‘Having therefore obtain- 
ed help of God, I continue unto this day, witness- 
ing both to small and great, saying none other 
things than those which the prophets and Moses 
did say should come,’’ notwithstanding the brother 
to the contrary, that ‘‘Ohrist should suffer, and that 
he should be the first that should rise from the 
dead”’—"*become the first fruits of them that slept.” 

Paul is here speaking of the resurrection of the 
dead, not a spiritual death, for he never died this 
death. Hence in this sense he never rose. He was 
the first of the great harvest of the ripe grain. Pau), 
speak freely: ‘‘Women received their dead raised 
to life again, and others were tortured, not accept- 
ing deliverance, that they might obtain a better 
resurrection.’’ This probably refers to the times of 
the Maccabees, about one hundred and sixty-seven 
years before Christ came. They stood fast to their 
faith amid the fires of persecution and death.“‘that 
they might obtain a better resurrection.”” Mr. 
Barnes says, ‘*The passage before us proves that the 
doctrine of the resurrection was understood and be- 
lieved before the coming of the S:ivior, and that 
it was one of the doctrines which sustained and 
animated those who were called to suffer on ac- 
count of their religion.” 

Abraham believed in the resurrection of the 
dead: ‘‘Accounted that God was able to raise him 
[Isaac] up even from the dead, from whence also 
he receives him in a figure.’”’ We have gotten beck 
some eighteen hundred years before Christ came. 
‘‘Abraham rejoiced to see my day, and he saw it 
and was glad.” ‘*Now, if Christ be preached that 
he rose from the dead, how say some among you 
that there is no resurrection of the dead.” We 
read of some who “‘wrest the Scriptures unto their 
destruction.”’ 

The brother says: ‘‘The doctrine of a literal res- 
urrection of the body (which decomposes after its 
death) and that promises the same body, reunited 
in particles, is entirely of pagan origin.’’ If this 
be true we are shrouded in midnight gloom and 
the hope of the world cut off. “For if the dead 
rise not, then is not Christ raised.’”? The same ar- 
gument brought forward to disprove the resurrec- 
tion of our body is of equal force, and will disprove 
the resurrection of the Lord Jesus Christ. We are 
not indebted to paganism. ‘'We have also a more 
sure word of prophecy, a light that shines in a dark 
place.”? Jesus was “declared to be the Son of God 
with power, according to the spirit of holinees by 
the resurrection from the dead. Thus it is written, 
and thus it behooved Christ to suffer, and to rise 
from the dead the third day.”” Where written? 
**In the law of Moses, and in the prophets, and in 
the Psalms concerning me.’’ 

These divisions embrace a majority if not all of 
the Old Testament Scriptures. Mr. Barneg, on this 
passage, says: ‘*The particular subject before them 
was his resurrection from the dead.’’ The Master 
saye, “Ye are witnesses of these things.””’ ‘*Whom 
God hath raised up, having loosed the pains of 
death; because it was not possible that he should 
be holden of it.”?” He had come back from the city 
of the dead. ‘I am alive for evermore.”’ 

Bro. Weeks then calls attention to the Sadducees. 
Well, what do they hold to? They say, ‘‘There is 
no resurrection, neither angel nor spirit, but the 
Pharisees confess both.”” Now, my good brother, 
with your permission I wish to ask if the resurrec- 
tion from the dead is of pagan origin and not di- 
vine—of the Bible—huw Paul became a believer in 
the resurrection of the dead? ‘Of the hope and 
resurrection of the dead I am called in question.’’ 
Before King Agrippa he eays: ‘Why should it be 
thought a thing incredible with you that God 
should raise the dead?’’ He then says, ‘Now 
that the dead are raised,’—not will be, but are so 
now.”’ This, I think, is a premature conclusion. 

Now, what are the facts in view of the teaching 
of the Bible? ‘God is his own interpreter, and he 
will make it plain.’? By reference to Gen. 17: 5, 
“Neither shall thy name any more be called 
Abram, but thy name shall be Abraham; for a fa- 
ther of many nations have I made thee.’”’. Thisis — 
spoken of in the present tense, not in the future. ~ 
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**Have I made thee,’’ while as yet they had no 
children, ‘‘for the children being not yet born.” 
Here we have a clear conception of the meaning 
‘*now that the dead are raised.’”?’ That we have not 
mistaken the true meaning turn to Romans 4: 17: 
**(Asit is written, I have made thee a father of 
many nations), before him whom he believed, even 
God, who quickeneth the dead, and calleth those 
things which be not as though they were.”’ 

Mr. Barnes has the following: ‘‘The argument of 
the apostle is founded in part on the fact that the 
past tense is used—‘I have made thee’—and that 
God spoke of a thing as already done, which he 
had promised or purposed to do.’’ We read of 
some, ‘*Who concerning the truth have erred, say- 
ing that the resurrection is past already; and over- 
throw the faith of some.’”’ ‘‘Yedo err, not know- 
ing the scriptures, nor the power of God.’”’ 

Bro. Weeks further states: ‘‘‘He was their 
[Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob] God,’ and as the 
God of the living and not of the dead, so they were 
living and already hsd their resurrection—of wor- 
thiness, or of character.’’ If this be true it seems 
to me that Paul made a great mistake when he 
said, ‘‘Now is Christ risen from the dead, and be- 
come the first fruits of them that slept.’”’ If ‘‘liv- 
ing,’’ they are not sleeping. Why? They had 
their resurrection some eighteen hundred years be- 
fore Christ came. If true, what did Christ accom- 
plish for them in his humiliation, suffering, and 
resurrection ? 

We now come to Milman’s “History of Chris- 
tianity,’’ page 46: ‘‘No question has been more 
strenuously debated than the knowledge of a future 
state entertained by the earlier Jews. . . . A 
final resurrection had become completely inter- 
woven with the popular belief. In the Z roaster 
religion a resurrection holds a place no less promi- 
nent than in the later Jewish belief. in the same 
manner the Jews associated together the coming of 
the Messiah with the final resurrection. Page 47: 
The righteous, whom the Lord shall raise from the 
dead in the days of the Messiah when they are re- 
stored to life, shall not return to dust. Page 145: 
The resurrection of Jesus is the basis of Christian- 
ity; it isthe ground-work of the Christian doctrine 
of immortality of the soul. II. Maccabees 12: 43, 
44: In that he was mindful of the resurrection, for 
if he had not hoped that they that were slain 
should have risen again it had been superfluous and 
vain to pray for the dead. The first three centuries 
by Frederic Huidekoper. Page 121: He refers to 
Irer seus, one of the best Christian writers of the 
second century. He argues from the interval of 
three days between Christ’s death and resurrection 
that we do not rise at death. Page 122: Irer:eus 
says souls go to the place allotted by God, and 
there abide till the resurrection. Pages 164, 165: 
Justin, surnamed Martyr, beheaded at Rome in the 
year 165, says, For if you meet with some who are 
called Christians and do not confess this, but who 
dare to blaspheme the God of Abraham, and the 
God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob, who say also 
that there is no resurrection of the dead, but that 
at death their souls are received into heaven, do 
not regard them as Christians. . . . But I and 
apy other Christians who think correctly on all 
points understand that there is to be a resurrection 
of the flesh. Page 167: Cyprian speaking of the 
Son of God, who .. . . conquered death by 


. dying, and in his own person initiated the resurrec- 


tion of the flesh.”’ 

The brother then quotes: “*‘I am the resurrec- 
tion,’ not will be in some far-off day, but ‘I am’ 
the raising up, not raising again.’”’ Yes, the Mas- 
ter says, ‘I am the bread of life.”” “I am the 
light of the world.”” Hecametosave. ‘The dead 
are raised up, lepers are cleansed.”’? Had L:zarus 
his “‘resurrection—of worthiness or of character,’’ 
or was his body resurrected? This, my brother, is 
the issue, not Obrist’s ability. ‘‘I know that he 
shall rise again in the resurrection at the last day.”’ 
Did Lazarus come forth? Yes, he came up again 
“Loose him, and let him go.’”’ John 6: 40: “I 
will raise him up at the last day’’—in the future 
There will be two orders in the resurrection. ‘“‘Shall 
come forth,’”’ not from above, but the “graves,” 
where the dead sleep. ‘One .. . to life, the 
other . . . to damnation” or condemnation. 
“Every man in his own order: Obrist the first 
fruits; afterward [not before] they that are Christ’s 


at his coming.’”’ The dead in Christ shall rise first, 
incorruptible, and we shall be changed and death 
swallowed up in victory.

MORAL AND SPIRITUAL. 

These two words are often used interchangeably, 
but in reference to Scripture truth ought to be care- 
fully distinguished. There are two kinds of mor- 
ality—one is natural or carnal; the other is super- 
natural or spiritual. The unconverted man often 
has a morality thatis respectable, but does not have 
aspiritual morality. His is “the righteousness 
which is in the law.’’? The converted man’s is 
‘the righteousness which is of God by faith.” The 
morality that every man needs is that which ‘‘the 
law of the Spirit of life’’ produces. 

One of the greatest dangers that confronts the 
Church to-day is the result of confounding these 
two kinds of morality. Persons are taken into the 
Church who are possessed of respectable morality, 
but who have no spirituality. They have not been 
forgiven because they have not® repented and 
turned by faith to God; in other words, they have 
not been born of God. They are still “‘in the 
flesh,’’ and have a morality that comes by force of 
will and educational methods, something entirely 
natural and human. A man must have a morality 
that springs out of a heart in’ which God’s spirit 
dwells, out of a heart that has been made a par- 
taker of the divine nature, to receive God’s ap- 
proval. With a membership composed of unre- 
generated persons a church is not only unable to do 
Christian work, but is a positive hindranca to such 
work. : 

In Scripture the word morality does not occur, 
but righteousness is its substitute. Paul speaks of 
his morality or righteousness before conversion in 
the third chapter of Philippians. He says it was 
blameless. Certainly Paul was not a disreputable 
sinner, and yet he was not a pardoned man, an 
adopted child of God, born of the Spirit. His mor- 
ality was npt a product of the Spirit. He calls it 
sali-righteousness. The church whose members 
have only this form of morality has no spiritual 
power because if has not the Spirit in its midst. 
‘*Ye shall receive power after that the Holy Spirit 
is come upon you.”? The power of achurch with- 
out the Spirit is only natural or carnal. It may 
have the power of numbers, or that of wealth, or 
that of talent, but all these are not the power that 
saves from sin.. They are not the legitimate power 
of the Church. Too many churches have no spirit- 
ual power because they are not seeking for the 
Spirit. Their members have been admitted upon 
their kindness of heart, their polite manners, their 
gifts to the church, their attendance at religious 
services—qualities which are in their cases the pro- 
ducts of birth or education, or both. There are 
persons born with a gentle, sympathetic d'spcsi- 
tion which, under refining cultare, is preserved and 
somewhat developed till it makes its possessor like 
Paul, blameless in the eyes of men. Such well- 
meaning persons, if members of a church, are de- 
ceived, and are standing upon sinking sand, and 
the church is deceiving the community by having 
no spiritual morality to offer to those outside its 
fold. Spiritual love is the essential quality of a 
church-member, and this is shed abroad in the 
heart by the Holy Spirit. (Romans 5:5.) This is 
not the produet of birth or education. Law- 
righteous persons lack this all-important thing, 
though they be refined and conscientious. No per- 
son should be admitted to the Church on the ground 
of good morals alone. The question should be, 
What kind of morality has he? Is it spiritual or 


-|carnal? Is it supernatural or natural? Is it law- 


righteousness or faith-righteousness? Does he do 
his good deeds to please himself or for Christ’s 
sake? Is hea man of prayer, often found at the 
throne of grace for help, or is he self-reliant and 
unconscious of any weakness and satisfied with his 
good reputation?

Children should t 
early in bed for a number of reasons: 

1. Infancy and early years naturally enjoy “‘s 
restorer, balmy sleep.’”’? Let this habit strongly be 
fixed. Make it a principle that children shall be in 
bed betimes. At this period children should not b 
‘“*toted”’ all over town after early-to-bed hours. 

2. Another reason why children should be in bed 
early is because they are out of harm’s way. Li 
boys and girls should not be out at night in 
streets of cities and populous places. Much is said 
and done under the cover of nocturnal shades that 
children’s eyes and ears should not hear and see. 
Early in bed saves their innocency and character 
“But our children make such an adoif we keep 
them in.’”’ Of courseif the children learn that they 
can go if they are petulant and make home noisy. 
they will insist. But parents must be masters of 
the situation—not always by a slap, or by pulling 
their children’s ears, but by a firm and fixed No. 
you can not go—and soon that juvenile tempest will 
clear up and all will be lost in the oblivion of quie 
slumber. 

3. It is said that the brain and nerves rest only iz 
sleep. If only half of this be true, health is vastl 
strengthened by sleep. 

4. The little boys and girls who are made to rest 
betimes make the best husbands, wives, and p 
ents. Best husbands and wives because their habit 
for early rest make them lovers of home. They 
are off the streets at night unless duties call them 
forth. They keep each other’s company. Hus- 
bands are not lounging around bar-rooms; wives 
sre not all a-cr.za for parties, balls, routs, and sm: 
hours of the night wairls. Little children trained 
to night parties will not readily and pleasantly give 
them up on entering the conjugal relation. To 
them the stillness of night makes home lonesome, 
and so they must go to the theater and a thousand 
ways of nocturnal enjoyment. Have no doub 
that wives as often get their husbands in the 
of absent from home as husbands do their wives.

LIOENSE OR NO LIOENSE! 


Tt is good to discuss this much vexed question 
through the religious papers, but not in a partisan 
@pirit.. The question is not likely to be settled at 
once, but let us have lightuponit. Only by proper 
“agitation can we speedily arrive at the proper con- 
clusion. I am no partisan, but I am for principle— 
for God's truth—for the suppression (not the foster- 
ing) of vice. There is where God stands, and I 
‘wish to stand with him. The time is coming when 
the rum power will be crushed, not licensed, even 
if to do this the old, corrupt parties, and the new, 
fanatical party are sunk into oblivion. God is be- 
hind this movement and his power is being mani- 
fest wonderfully on all sides of it. Beloved, if we 
are wise we will stand with Go-l and principle, re- 
gardless of party issues, for if we do not God will 
bring many of us to shame. 

All of us agree that the abolition of the rum curse 
is the thing desired; then let us plant ourselves to 
lean upon the arm of God and to help abolish it. 
Let us try to furnish no excuse for license which 
only fosters. Let us not confound license and law. 
Law—not license—is restriction. Let us have all 
the strict laws possible, and constantly and speedily 
more and more, even unto entire abolition. Re- 
member that license gives a sort of respectability to 
the traffic, and the higher the license fee the more 
» does the dealer feel that he has a right to make his 
palatial saloon enticing, and the greater number of 
genteel, bright-rninded young men will he succeed 
in robbing of their wealth and—far worse—of their 
manhood. 

_ The higher the license fee the more do penurious 
lovers of money (and they are legion) advocate 
“thigh license,’’ with the mistaken idea that their 
‘taxes are greatly lessened by the high license fees.’’ 
It is very hard to get that class to favor the over- 
throw of thesaloon, but they cry, ‘“‘Higher license!” 

If God gives me any light upon this great ques- 
tion (and somehow I believe he does) that light 
leads me to advocate the passage of the most 
stringent laws under severe penalties against ‘‘treat- 
ing,’”’ or paying for the drinks of another; against 
selling more than three drinks a day to any one 
person; then, as a step in advance, to have the 
saloons open only once a week, say early Monday 
morning before men go to work, and this under 
penalty of providing a week’s rations for every 
family in the town if the wife can prove that the 
saloon keeper is guilty of accepting pay for drinks 
when the head of the family has not laid in a good 
supply of food for the family. 

Thus make the laws more and more stringent 
and the penalties more and more severe as the sen- 
timent of the people will permit, ever ready to grasp 
the opportunity to get pulverized material as soon as 
possible. Let us have Jaw, not license. Let us, 
like Christians, gladly pay our share of the taxes 
and nobly support the commonwealth and grandly 
educate our children, not accepting the kind (?) 
offer of the licensed men who offer to pay the bur- 
den of the taxes, but who do in reality heap double 
the tax upon us, beside eternally ruining some of 
the noblest youths of the land. God help us all to 
love each other, and to work together against rum.

* while in its prosecution. I do not know that it 


makes much difference how you doit. It may be 
made in prayer. You can write it all down as if 
making communication to an absent friend; and 
then you may read it mentally or audibly. There 
may seem to be something of the child in this, but 
my impression is it will be very pleasant to Jesus, 
and very helpful to you. You will do your work 
better by making such report; and you will also 
catch inspiration in your work—the work itself will 
be the great pleasure of your life. Mark says they 
reported the matter of their teachings. I am sure 
a review of our teaching made to Jesus would make 
that teaching much better, both as to matter and 
manner. I haveseen a daughter, for instance, upon 
her return from a little journey, tell to her mother 
all the story of her journey; the persons and events, 
describing the scenes, repeating conversations, and 
expressing her pleasure in it all. Her mother has 
listened with delight. To her heart there was 
something inexpressibly pleasant in the narrative 
itself, and the enthusiasm and frankness with which 
it was told. No one will lose anything by telling 
the story of the work done in His name. 
Everybody needs privacy and rest. I think the 
misfortune of public life, say President of the 
United States, is the constant intrusion upon 
privacy. Especially in these latter days if a man 
has prominence before the public, he is followed 
everywhere and interviewed, that his opinions or 
facts stated by him may be blazed abroad. In Jesus’ 
day there were so many coming and going there 
was no retirement. Houses were much easier of 
access than with us. People went into them unin- 
vited, and thrust themselves upon the attention of 
Jesus and his disciples. Rest is a very important 
factor in the equipment for effective service. In 
my early life, while engaged in mercantile pursuits, 
and clcsely engaged all through the day, I under- 
took to spend every evening and ail Lord’s days in 
religious work, holding a mission Sunday-school, 
and preaching in wide apart places in Philadelphia. 
I found out at the expiration of three years that I 
had too much on hand; and though possessed of 
much physical vigor, I was compelled to reduce my 
application and take more rest. I have great faith 
in the gospel of sleep. One can not command sleep 
if the brain is overtaxed by constant strain upon it. 
Jesus took his disciples to a region outside of the 
towns, perhaps a pasturing country, not far from the 
Sea of Galilee upon the northeast. He intended 
they should spend a little time there alone, but was 
disappointed. The people followed them. The 
disciples went by water, but the course of the boat 
was easily seen from the shore, and when they 
came to land there was a crowd to meet them. 
Jesus was not angry with them for this intrusion. 
He spake to them of the kingdom of God, and he 
healed all those needing it. We may suppose there 
were not many very helpless cases that found their 
hurried way to this distant place. There may have 
been a number who were able to travel though 
much afflicted. All the teaching and the healing 
was @ blessed work, but there was no rest in it to 
Jesus and his disciples. But this was not all. The 
people began to show weariness. The day was de- 


clining. They had had no midday meal. Some|. 


were from quite a distanca. The disciples wished 
for them to be dismissed, and said so to Jesus. But 
Jesus was not in a dismissing mood. His heart 
yearned for the people. They had been hungry for 
him, and he fed them with the great doctrine of his 
kingdom. Now they needed perishing bread. 

John tells the story with some items of detail that 
add much to its interest. Jesus suggested feeding 
them, He asked Philip where they could buy the 
‘bread.to feed them. Philip knew the treasury was 


would the two hundred denarii (as much to us as 
two hundred dollars at least) come from? They | "equiring 
found a boy with five loaves and two dried fish, and 
with them Jesus undertook to feed a large multi- 
tude of people. It looked like a meager supply. 
Somehow things are larger when in Jesus’ hands 
than when in ours. Weare limited; Jesus is un- 
limited. We are bound by the material; Jesus 
created the material, and is greater than it can be. 
In all our needs we should bear in mind that Jesus 
has full command over material things. He brought 
to Peter and his partners a net full of fish, when 
their all night fishing brought them nothing. He 
had Peter to hook a single fish, in whose mouth a 
stater was found, with which to pay the temple tax 
for both of them. When I was a small boy I knew 
@ man who, when in great need, was sawing wood 
in the street, as was the custom at the time, when 
a five-dollar note, carried by a gust of wind, 
dropped at his feet and lay there. In my boyhood 
days [ thought Jesus sent the money to that man; 
and I think so still. This people had an overzeal. 
Jesus does not find fault with it. We may by our 
lack of judgment put ourselves in difficult places. 
I think Jesus will help us out of them. If you are 
greatly desirous to hear his Word you make a friend 
of Jesus, for he loves to have you give him heart 
attention. 

There was to be order in the company while par- 
taking of this bounty. Jesus said, Have them to 
sit down upon the grass. They did so, five thou- 
sand men. What asight it must have been! Then 
add the women and thechildren. Jesus invoked 
the divine blessing upon the loaves and the fish. 
Then he broke them, and handed to the disciples, 
and they distributed to the multitude. It must 
have taken some time. There was enough for all. 
Every one was satisfied. There was an overplus 
beside. The disciples appear to have filled their 
baskets with that which was left—the haversack 
they were accustomed to carry with them when 
they went abroad. 

This was a miracle—nothing less. There could be 
no trick about it, nor some special intervention that 
checked appetite. There was no exercise of mag- 
netism to paralyze the nerves of the stomach, so 
there would be no sensation of hunger. ‘They did 
eat and were filled’’—five thousand men with five 
small loaves and two small fish. The miracle was 
wrought by Jesus; just where, whether in his own 
hands, or in those of the twelve, is no matter. It 
was a proof of his divinity.

THE BAPTISMAL OUESTION. 
“Repent and be baptized, every one of you, in the 
me of Jesus Christ, for the remission of sins, and ye 
hall receive the gift of the Holy Ghos‘.”” Acts 2: 38. 

Let us assume that Peter meant just what he 
aid, which, I presume, none will deny, and that 
his command is equally as binding upon us Gen- 
ies as the Jews, whom he addressed.

Ve are commanded to bring up our children in the 
urture and admonition of the Lord. (Eph. 6: 4.) 
instract my little ones to go to the Oae who took 
ttle children up in his arms and blessed.them, and 
yho said, ‘‘For of such is the kingdom of heaven,’’ 
ind ask his forgiveness and his love before retiring 
D sleep at night. I send my little ones toSabbath- 
nool to learn from God’s Word and obey his in- 
anctions. But why does the Apostle Paul advise 
s this way, or why or how can I, asan honest 
Phristian, require my children to ask God to for- 
ive their sins, when I know very well that God 
an not forgive one of the least of them without 
vater baptism ? 

Again, why does God, in his pardoniog me'cy, 
equire more of my little child, who has just ar- 
‘ved to accountability, and who, perhapr, has com- 
Mnitted but the one sin, and, after having been 
ught, as most of us have been teaching our chil- 
ren, supposing this was the nurture ard admoni- 
ion of the Lord, that God would forgive if he was 
y that he had sinned and would ask for forgive- 
ess. But, no; my child can not be forgiven be- 
use, forsooth, he has never been baptized by 
ter, and I have. This baptism by water brings 
ne in reach of the efficacy of prayer. But my 
hild has never been bapt'z3d, consequently need 
ot pray until after water baptism. 

Again, no one can be saved without the help of a 
hird party, who can properly administer baptism, 
ho matter what the circumstances or conditions. 
Again, if God has determined that water bap- 
sm shall save, or be a pardoning ordinance, then 
simple dabbling in water is not baptism. Christ’s 
posties. had a particular way to baptize, and, 
range to say, they forgot to give usa formula 
yhereby we may administer it properly. Our pedo- 
baptists say it was done by sprinkling. Hold, says 
nother brother ; it was d ne by pouring. Not so, 
s our Baptist brother; it was done by immersion 
backward. No, no, says our Dunkard brother; 
‘ou only one-third baptize your convert, and that 
ione the wrong way; give them three dipe, face 
premost; you must baptiz3 them in each name, 
nd no other baptism is valid. And our friend 
Quaker stands back with a derisive smile at all 
er baptisms. Oh, what a blunder somebody 
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has made or is making! For what poor sinner is 
supposed to know the right way when theologians 
differ so widely on this ordinance, which opens or 
shuts the door of heaven onso many souls? Oh, 
bat my brother says this reasoning is all out of 
place! The Scriptures must be taken just as they 
stand, without your interpretation or mine, let the 
consequence be as it may. But, brother, let usmake 
it a harmonious Bible if we can. And will you 
please tell us why Peter demanded of the Jews at 
Pentecost only an immersion in the name of Jesus 
Corict instead of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost? 
Will you tell us why this same Peter preached at 
the house of Cornelius in these words: ‘“‘To him 
give all the prophets witness, that through his name 
whosoever believeth in him shall recaive the remis- 
sion of sins.’”’ Ac's 10:48. And God, to clinch 
this assertion, showered: down the Holy Spirit 
upon them, thus confirming the truth that their 
sins were remitted as Peter said they should 
be, and not one drop of water was used to 2ccom- 
plish it. 

Again, what does the Apostle Paul mean when 
he says, ‘*That if thou shalt confess with thy mouth 
the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart 
that God hath raised him from the dead, thou shalt 
be saved. For with the heart man believeth unto 
righteousness; and with the mouth confession is 
made unto salvation?’ Rom. 10:9, 10. Oh, but 
my brother says Paul was talking to baptized be- 
lievers! Granted, and he was showing the two 
methods of obtaining salvation; the one by a com- 
plete observance of the law, which none could 
come up to, and how to attain salvation through 
Christ, and all that was required to attain remis- 
sion of sins, Bafore conversion I was as gooda 
disciple in belief as Bro. A. Campbell could wish, 
but somehow I was so thoroughly convinced by 
God’s love in my soul that I was his dear child be- 
fore baptism, that I have never doubted it since, 
and was baptized because I believed I was his 
child.

We must 
not substitute the intention or the spirit for the fact 
or the thing; but we must have the fact with the in- 
tention. The word with the spirit, or the spirit in 
the word and act, and the life become harmonious 
and complete. If the open confession and the public 
consecration was by immersion let it be immersion, 
and never question the divine wisdom that thus or: 
dained. The work to be done is worthy of every con- 
dition of itsaccomplishment. How it looks for silly, 
conceited men, who professedly reverence Christ 
as God, to set up their conceits for his requirements! 
‘Why call ye me Lord, Lord, and do not the thing 
that I command you?”’

doctrines that the purest and best of past ages ac- 
e>pted as the truth of God. They may spend time 
and energy in tearing down the déctrinal formulas 
drawn up by Christian men in past generations; 
they may speculate and theorize as tothe honest 
opinions of other Christians, who may give evi- 
dence of the most perfect devotion to God, and yet 
the WORLD not be rendered a whit better for all their 
herculean polemic efforts. Such theologians may, 
after all, be mere negative preachers, spending their 
talents in tearing down, while no beautifal fabric is 
erected upon the ruins they have created. I can 
not believe that the Master has sent me forth to 
make war against the opinions or views of other 
Christians, but the mission appointed is to dec'are 
against sin and wickedness, point to Jesus Christ 
who can take away the sin of the world, and lead 
the world from carnal slavery toa condition of

MY WINTER'S WORK. 

The ‘‘Field Notes’’ are always of interest to me, 
for they bear the news of Zion’s prosperity of the 
earnest work of self-sacrificing servants to all the 
readers of the dear old HERALD. How quickly 
the winter seems to go! So much to do for the 
Master; so many prayers for the people; so many 
words of encouragement, reproof, and correction; 
so many sad hearts to sympathiz2 with; so many 
lives to inspire; s0 many warnings to give; so 
many victories to rejoice over that the winter 
months seem toa minister but a shadow, and then 
comes the sunshine of a new-born spring, the odors 
of freshly-bloomed flowers, and the enjoyments of 
an approaching summer. As weinhale the rich- 
ness of this new life, we look back to the labora, 
disappointments, and triumphs of our revival 
work, and rejoice in the victories of the cross, for 
the Lord has visited his people and made bare his 
arm in the salvation of souls. 

On Sunday, December 22, 1889, I commenced a 
series of meetings at Mt. Pleasant Church, and con- 
tinued it until January 5, 1890. A good interest 
prevailed here from the first, and the church was 
much strengthened, and nine were added to her 
membership. Rov. F. ©. English, a promising 
young clergyman of the M. E. Church, preached 
one sermon to good acceptance, for which he has 
the thanks of pastor and people. 

On Monday night, January 6th, I began with 
Rev. 8. T. Morris, at South Solon. Bro. Morris is 
an untiring pastor, and stands a prince among his 
people. A more earnest, faithful pastor I never 
met, and a more genial co-laborer it has never been 
my privilege to know, and asa pulpit orator he 
takes first place among his brethren. His peopie 
are wide awake to the interest of the church, and 
with the Mocks, Moons, Snodgrass’, Coles, Lukens, 
and others as helpers, our cause will be permanently 
maintained at South Solon. The meeting wasa 
profitable one, and while there was but one added 
to the church, we feel sure that the Lord abundantly 
blessed the services and inspired the people. For 
the ten days’ service they gave me $52 25, the 
largest amount I have ever received for such work, 
and I have the assurance that with it came the good 
will and respect of a noble pastor and faithful peo- 
ple. Immediately on my return I commenced a 
meeting at home, which continued to grow in inter- 
est and power for fifteen days, when engagements 
that could not: be canceled nec‘ssitated my closing. 
Nine were added to the membership, and the 
church revived. Our audiences were large and at- 
tentive, and many took on new forms of religious 
life and took up new duties. Rev. Bro. Dolby, of 
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the Baptist Church, spept the first week with us, ladies passed out, 
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“So Rod is interested in religion, is he?” she 
thought, as she put things to rights. ‘‘Wonder 
what Mrs. Carrier would havesaid if she had known 
his engagement was to take me to the theater. I 
suppose she would have besought me to let him off 
and send him to meeting. Perhaps I ought; but I 
don’t get very much fun, and I don’t see why he 
can’t decide before or after just as well. Still,” and 
Sue fairly shuddered at the thought, “it would be 
awful if he should get over it at the play and then 
blame me for it.’’ 

All day long Sue was perplexed and troubled, and 
as unlike her usual merry, saucy self as possible. 

‘*Whatever in the world am I going to do?” she 
thought as she started for home at night. “I wish 
Mrs. Ourrier had gone somewhere else shopping. I 
don’t see what earthly difference it makes; the 
meetings last a week longer, and Rod can go every 
evening for all of me, but if I give up the theater 
to-night the dear knows when I’ll get another 
chance to go. I guess if Mrs. Carrier had to work 
as I do, and didn’t have any more fun than I do, 
she wouldn’t think it such a simple matter to give 
it up.

prayer and exhortation. We closed here on Sunday 
night, and the day following 1 went to Feesburg to 
assist Rev. 0. L. Singer. The meeting had been 
begun by the pastor, who is ever watching for an 
opportunity to be useful. Bro. Singer is a faithful 
man, an untiring pastor, and a fearless speaker. 
During the meeting we had the presence and help 
of Revs. J. P. Daugherty, A. 8. Henderson, G. O. 
Hill, G. H. Guild, R. H. McDaniel, and Deacon E. 
J. Prather, also that of Rev. A. G. Newton, the 
pastor of the M. E, Church. The meeting was a 
source of strength to the church, and two were 
added by confession and the pastor baptized four. 
For my services they remembered me in a very 
liberal collection, for which I am thankful. 

My next meeting was at Mt. Zion, where I com- 
menced on Sunday, February 23d, and continued 
until March 9th, with the usual good results at this 
church. No man ever served more earnest, en- 
thusiastic people than are found here. Three were 
added by confession, and the church much revived 
and strengthened. My next work was at Higgins- 
port, a beautiful town on the Ohio River, and 
where the Christians have the best church-building 
within the bounds of the Southern Ohio Christian 
Conference. The church has had no pastor for the 
past two years, and yeta spirit of enthusiasm, deep 
devotion, large audiences, earnest prayers, spirited 
songs, and warm exhortations characterized the 
work throughout, and many were awakened into 
new life, sublimer thought, and sweeter experience 
during the services. The Lord abundantly blessed 
his cause, and nineteen were added to the church 
and eight were baptized. Rev. Byron R. Long 
was with us during the last week of the meeting, 
and no people ever heard more logical arguments, 
more masterly appeals, more tender persuasions, 
or wiser counsel, than the people who heard An- 
ticch’s talented agent and gifted orator. For my 
services the people remembered me magnificently, 
indeed. Higginsport still lives! To God be all 
the praise for whatever of success has been realized.

IN SHEM’S TENTS. 

Two thousand years before Christ the people of 
the world were very few, the recent flood having 
destroyed the race, save the members of a single 
family. From Noah and his three sons—Shnem, 
Ham, and Japheth—all living men had sprung, 
and the race, thus nearly related, was divided into 
three great families. These same divisions are still 
traced among mep, he of the black skin being as- 
signed to Ham, he of the brown or yellow skin to 
Shem, and he of the white skin to Japheth. 

Africa is the center of the Hamitic family, Asia 
that of the Semitic family, and Europe that of the 
Japhetic family, although the centers are less dis- 
tinct than a few hundred years ago and a com- 
mingling of the races has largely been carried on. 
Still, lines of demarcation are distinct, and can no 
more be eradicated than can the Appennine or Him- 
alaya ranges. 

While the earth maintains its present natural 
contours, as it will, doubtless, to the end of time, 
so long will the distinct outlines of the world’s 
three great races appear to the human eye. 

As to how these changes were effected and these 
radically distinct lines were drawn and when the 
work was done, we have no means of knowing. 
Climatic conditions have been thought sufficient by 
some to develop the peculiar features of face, form 
of skull, and shade of complexion, but if natural 
causes were employed in the consummation, the 
hand which controlled the causes was one of mirac- 
ulous power, at least, and while accepting the one- 
ness of origin it is far best to also accept the super- 
natural cause in creating the marked and distinct 
conditions. 

If, however, climatic causes seem sufficient to 
draw into distinct outline the three races, in facial 
expression and skull formation, these conditions 
can be given little or no part in the matter of 
speech. The languages appear in complete form 
from the earliest time, and with a race in infantile 
powers would be a creation wholly impossible. God 
gave the varied forms of speech from Babel, and 
through this appointed medium thrust men out 
into widely separated schools for discipline, turn- 
ing them away from each other northward, west- 
ward, and eastward, and increasing the altitude of 
the barriers between them by distinctive, natural 

ties. 

Possibly Noah lived to see these radical changes 
in complexion, for following the fis0d he lived 
three hundred and fifty years. But these shades of 
skin could not to him have indicated superiority or 
inferiority, as they pertained to the descendants of 
his sons. Only by the spirit of prophecy could he 
have said, therefore, ‘‘God shall enlarge Japheth, 
and he shall dwell in the tents of Shem.’’ Genesis 
9: 27. 

By this prophecy he proclaimed one of the most 
remarkable, not to say astounding, truths of mod- 
ern history. By it he meant that the descendants 
of Japheth should have greater strength than those 
of Shem, and by their superior power should pos- 
sess themselves of his habitations and from within 
them should dictate and bear rule. 

This prophetic voice is four thousand and two 
hundred years old, and though it had fulfillment to 
a goodly extent under Grecian and Roman rule, yet 
its accomplishment, in the most remarkable sense, 
seems to pertain to our own period. 

The population of the entire Roman Empire, in 
its golden period, was estimated by Gibbon at 120,- 
000,000, while that of India, one center of the Sem- 
itic race, is 240,000,000, or exactly double that of the 
Roman Empire. Tais population is held in perfect 
subjection by the English branch of the Japhetic 





race. The Earopean or Japhetic military force of 
the English, in this distant realm of their empire, 
is but 64,000 men, against a native, well-trained 
army of 124,000 men. No empire of the world is 
more tranquil than the Indian Empire, and its 
glory never began to equal that which it realizes 
under the beneficent sway of England. 

The territorial area of England, the governing 
power of this Indian Empire, is but 120,000 square 
miles, a territory only two-thirds in extent of our 
own California, while that of India, in such com- 
plete subjection, is 1,500,000 square miles, equaling 
that of the whole of Europe, outside of the Russian 
realm. 

That so small a territory should dominate one so 
large, when outside of that subjected territory it is 
controlling other territories of still wider extent, 
and that a people only 40,000,000 in numbers should 
wield their scepter over a people 240,000,000 strong, 
seems one of the most unaccountable of all wonder- 
ful things. 

It would have taken a very brave man to declare 
such a thing possible, back in the days of Noah, 
and a statement of such a supposed case would 
have been pooh-poohed as a veritable inconsistency. 
But He who was wiser than man and could foresee 
the end from the beginning, might venture safely 
on such a prediction, and it should carry much 


-weight as evidence to the naturally doubting mind. 


It certainly shows the inspiration of the patriarch, 
or that God controlled the speech of the man, and 
thus owned and honored him and his religion. 

This rale of Japheth is not from a throne which 
might be planted in the midst of habitations, but it 
enters the tents—the living apartments of the peo- 
ple—and rules and controls them at the very fount- 
ain of life, thought, and moral action. The En- 
glishman carries his law, his home, his religion, 
and his language with him wherever he goes. 

The law of Eaglishmen almost as completely 
rules India as England, to-day, while the home of 
the Eoglishman is being more and more patterned 
after, both in its construction and in its family life. 
Not less than 250,000 children are studying the En- 
glish language, while all higher education embraces 
a knowledge of their tongue. As long ago as 1878 
there were 16 042 boys’ schools, with 360,322 pupils, 
and despite all the prejudice against the education 
of women and the commingling of the sexes, there 
were 2002 girls’ schools, with 66,615 pupils, and 
2.958 mixed schools, with 90 915 pupils. 

The control of the home, in a religious and social 
sense, is less marked and necessarily a growth far 
more slow, but it isa growth, nevertheless, of won- 
derful proportions. Woman in India has a hundred 
times her power of one hundred years ago, however 
small it may be to-day. Childhood and woman- 
hood, in the direction of life, also have a protection 
heretofore unknown. The svuttee is abolished, while 
the child is rarely now the food of the crocodile. 

Women physicians of the Indian race are being 
educated for the treatment of their own sisters, and 
gradually, in a variety of ways, the partition walls 
of the home are crumbling. Ohild-widows are be- 
ginning to be given again in marriage, while the 
age for marriage is gradually increasing, to the ad- 
vantage of the woman and the man as well. 

And God is entering the home as the one Father 
of man and woman, bearing the sacred truths of 
the Gospel which lift women, as well as men, into 
the walks of the higher domestic, social, and relig- 
ious life. Not less than one million natives have 
confessed Jesus in one hundred years of the past, 
and this gain is a potent prophecy for the near fu- 
ture. The rule of Japheth may be lifted by and by, 
and he may move out of the tents of Shem, when 
at last he can leave God behind to bear the moral 
scepter, but Japheth is to-day in Shem’s tents.

As the year draws near its close many readers of 
the HERALD are naturally anxious to hear some 
report of our work at U. ©. College: To such as 
have already sent inquir‘es, as well a3 to others in- 
terested, I wish to say that you are invited to come 
to Merom the first week in June and see for your- 
selves. We extend special invitation to members 
of the alumni, old students, and donors. We an- 
ticipate a large attendance, since this is reunion 
year, and shall try to hospitably care for all who 
may come. 

The officers of the college are not in the habit of 
praising their own work. We prefer the fruit 
shou'd speak for the qualities of the tree. Yet we 
are glad to say to our friends that a goodly pros- 
perity has attended the school during the year. 
Numerically the institution has not been stronger 
for years. The average attendance for the three 
terms has gone considerably above one hundred. 
An increasing number of states and higher institu- 
tions are represented among our students. Like 
all institutions of the kind, we are affected finan- 
cially by the hard times. If those who have gen- 
erously aided us in the past by sending in the small 
amounts due on interest, knew how anxious we are 
to make this thirtieth anniversary of the college a 
financial success, they would remit at once. A 
small amount frm many donors, in the form of 
interest now due, would enable the secretary to 
adjust the books with a handsome balance in the 
form of surplus.

The grand commencement will be 
Wednesday, Jane 4th; reunion of societies and 
alumni, Thursday, June 5th; stockholders’ and 
trustee meeting June 3d.

Jo the Foreign Mission Board of the American 
Christian Convention: 


Dear Brethren—In the mercy of our heavenly 
Father we have been enabled to keep the work 
moving during this month, notwithstanding it has 
been done with two less preachers, though much 
more labor on the part of the missionaries with 
additional help from interpreters. Ono the whole, 
we can not complain of the progress of the work in 
our midst. 

In the north we have some encouraging news from 
Ishinomaki; some hopeful cases who are desiring 
baptism. Our Bro. H. J. Rhodes is kept very busy 
teaching the theological class and laboring in the 
Sabbath-school and in the pulpit, besides other 
things. 

The ladies’ department is looking up some, 
though at present much labor with little results. 
This part cf the work is very difficult here, yet a 
part which should by no means be neglected, see- 
ing so many of the women in these countries are 
passed by. Attimes you would almost think that 
many of these people hardly believe that women 
have souls that need saving.

The Emperor of Japan. 

‘*Hey, hey, step aside!’”’ and astonished to be thus 
accosted by a police officer, I hastened to obey, and 
asked my interpreter for an explanation, who in- 
formed me that his imperial majesty, the Emperor, 
was coming. 

The gentlemanly cffi:er across the street called 
again to me and pointing to his cap said, ‘‘Shappo,’’ 
and I obeyed by removing my hat. And now I 
noticed that both sides of the stre t wera lined with 
people who were waiting to see their sovereign. 
Soon a courier appeared riding one of the finest 
horsés I have seen here; a beautiful young bay of 
unusual siz3 and spirit. The man wore the full 
uniform of the imperial guard, which consists of 
dark blue coat and vest, red pants, black hat, and 
high boots. He carried a small red flag with the 
Emperor’s coat of arms in the center. 

Hardly had he passed when a troop of about 
twenty horsemen appeared all bearing the red fi-g: 
and fully armed. There was no music, and imme- 
diately behind the troops came the “imperial car 
riage,”’ drawn by two dark chestnut bay horses, 
dressed in gcld-mounted harness, and as handsome 
as any man could wish toride after. The driver and 
footman occupied the box, and an officer rode by 
either side of the carriage. 

The carriage is a small one with oval glass front, 
and one séat. It is painted a dark maroon, with 
blacx and gold trimmings. The upholstery is ot 
old-gold purple and silver colors and ‘trimmings. 
The Emperor was the only occupant on this occa- 
sion, and wore a black dr: ss suit aff@ silk hat. Toe 
only emblems of office I could see as the carriage 
passed were some jewels worn on the left lappel of 
his coat. 

While Japan has had a long line of rulers, and 
some of them have been eminently successful in 
their reigns, it is doubtful if there has been one 
who was so universally loved as the present Em- 
peror. He seems to be one of the best informed 
men in the empire concerning the needs and inter- 
ests of his people. He is in almost daily consulta- 
tion with bis ministers of state, and frequently calls 
other men t > obtain the Jatest and best information 
in matters of special importance. Recently he heard 
three lectures in one day on ascientific question that 
he was at that time c sidering, and is personally 
interested in every enterprise looking to the public 
good. When the recent fires had made a large 
namber of the people in the district homeless, he

fort, and subscribed one thousand yen for their re- 
lief. 

He is not simp!y the ruler of Japan, but accord- 
ing to the faith of the Japanese partakes of a di- 
vine nature as well, and is worshiped by most of 
his subjccts. This is seen on every occasion that he 
appears on the streets, and was especial:y noticeable 
on March 27th when he went to open the great ex- 
hibition which is soon to be opened to the public. 
The daily papers had informed the people of the 
time of his arrival at the grounds, and hundreds 
went to the park to see him and do him homage. 
He left Tokio on March 28th by special train for 
‘“Nagoya’’ to witness the sham-battle and annual 
maneuvers of a part of the armyand navy. ThisI 
am told is the longest railroad ride he has taken, and 
is a little over two hundred miles. 

A new law has recently been promulgated con- 
cerning military service, which provides that men 
over twenty years shall serve in the standing army 
for one and a half years and then return to their 
homes subject to a call from the Government at any 
time when there is need of more men under arms. 
This is an improvement in favor of the men, as for- 
merly they were required to serve four years before 
being placed on the emergency list. 

Rain! rain! rain! rain! For nearly a whole 
month it has rained almost every day, and some 
days it rains all the time; and the mud is—well, it 
is about as bad as you can imagine, for we have 
neither sidewalks nor crosswalks, so we get a good 
supply of mud every time we step outside the 


use. 

This is the season of flowers, and the flowering 
trees of Japan are wonderful. All winter we have 
had the ‘‘Camelia Japonica’ in flower. These trees 
grow toa height of thirty feet and bear luxuriantly. 
The blosscms are of a great variety of colors from 
white to dark crimson, with some beautiful varie- 
gated specimens. Next come the ‘‘plum blossoms.”’ 
These we thought to be the most beautiful we could 
find even in this land of wonder, but they were 
soon followed by the ‘‘peach blossoms,’’ and now 
we have the ‘‘cherry blossoms,’’ and it is impossible 
for me to decide which is the more beautiful. One 
of my neighbors has a peach tree that is fully sixty 
feet high and covered with flowers; and some of 
the orchards around Tokio are perfectly magnificent 
in their rich garments of pink and white. Now the 
“hyacinths” are in bloom, also the ‘‘violets’’ and 
the “‘cloves,” and several varieties of small flowers 
whose names I have not learned. 

The tollowing paper is a copy of a record found 
in the ‘‘Musio B >rgiano,’’ in Rome, and was made 
by a Japanese Embassy who visited Rome in 1585 
to offer the allegiance of certain Japanese princes 
to the Pope. It will be remembered by those who 
have read the history that at that time the Roman 
Catholics were arranging to become the nominal 
rulers of the empire, at least in so far as religion was 
concerned: ‘‘By the help of the Creator of heaven 
and earth, and all things (that are therein), and his 
Son our Savior, Jesus, we dip our pen (in ink) to 
Don Manico, grandson of the Prince of Hiuga, as 
envoy of the Prince of Bungo, and Chijiwa Don 
Miguel, as envoy of the Prince of Arima and 
Omura, Don Bartholome, besides Hara Don Jul- 
iano, two gentlemen of the Province of Hizen, 
came to Rome from Japan. We undertook a voy- 
age of three years’ duratic n to kiss the foot of his 
holiness the Pope and offer our homage as repre- 
sentatives of the foregoing princes and of the Chris- 
tians of Japan. Fu-ther, having heard of Venice, 
and desiring to visit the wonderful city, never in 
ancient or mcdern times in possession of an enemy, 
we havecome here. O/a trath it is more beautiful 
than we had « xpected, and has greatly astonished 
our eyes. In particular the kindness of every one to 
us is inex pressible by tongue or pen. Taerefore as 
a record for after days we have dipped a pen, for 
the very profound love (manifested to us) shall 
never be forgotten. In spite of its remotene:s this 
honored spot has not been without fame in the 
Iand of the Sun. Should we be fortunate enouzh 


to return safely to our hom>?, we will fally declare 

in our country what we have seen and heard. With

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AN EXPLANATION. 


Many ministers preach that Paul was carried up 
into the third heaven, basing their thought on ITI. 
Cor. 12: 2-4, “I knew a man in Christ.’”’ Paul 
means that he knew a man in the person of Jesus 
Christ, not in the person of himself. Fourteen 
years before, on his way to Damascus, he said, 
‘‘Who art thou, Lord? Andthe Lord said, I am 
Jesus whom thou persecutest.”’ Paul was smitten 
with blindness, theréfore he could not tell ‘‘whether 
Jesus was in the body or out of the body;’’ that is, 
in the body that he bore while on the earth before 
his ascension into the third heaven or paradise. 

In the HERALD of March 6, 1890, my Bro. Philip 
Shaffer, in his article on the ‘‘Mode of Man’s Im- 
mortulity,’’? makes use of a word in honor to.Paul 
that the apostle never claimed for himself. I ask 
my brother, or any one else that has fallen into this 
error, to carefully read II. Cor. 12: 5, ‘‘O' such an 


. one will I glory: yet of myself I will not glory: 


but in mine infirmities.”’ By ‘‘such an one’’ Paul 
means Ohrist; his whole glory was in Christ; he 
forsook all, and counted it as nothing that he might 
win Christ. He could do thatin his mortal body, 
but he cquid not gointo the third heaven in the 
presence of God without becoming immortal. Paul 
did not claim this for himself. He suffered as a 
martyr. Death is man’s last enemy, and if we die 
in the Lord, and wait his second coming, then shall 
we all be present with the Lord at the one time; 
the first shall be last, and the last shall be first, be- 
cause every eye shall see him at once. (See Rev. 
6: 9-11.) The souls of them that were slain for the 
word of God were told to wait; rest yet for a little 
season. No doubt Paul is among those in the 
second heaven. At the end of the world this 
heaven will be shaken and shall pass away. He- 
brews 12: 26, ‘*Yet once more I shake not the earth 
only, but also heaven.’’ This signifies the resurrec- 
tion of the dead, both just and unjust; and this 
once more will be the last shake when the good shall 
be gathered home into that third heaven that can 
not be shaken, but remaineth forever and ever; but 
the earthly-minded shall go away into everlasting 
punishment.
